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DETAILED ACTION 

102 Rejections Withdrawn 

The rejections of claims 1,2,5 and 1 7 under 35 USC 1 02(b), outlined in the 
previous Office Action, have been overcome by applicant's amendment. The 
amendment cancels the claims. 

Claim Objections Withdrawn 

The objection (indefinite from indefinite) to claims 3 and 4, outlined in the 
previous Office Action, is withdrawn. The objection was improper. (Claim 3 is an 
independent claim.) The examiner regrets the error. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 4, 20 and 21 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art remains the prior art of record. During the course of 
prosecution, applicant has narrowed the claim set such that it no longer reads on the 
cited art.
